Claims Nos.: 1-19 



In C1.1 and the dependent Claims 2-19 a composition comprising a 
component a) comprising an olefin polymer and a component c) comprising 
at least one olefin polymer Including at least one functional group. 
Considering the description and the examples and copmparative examples 
component a encompasses copolymers such as ethylene-vinyl acrylate 
copolymers, ethyl ene-ethyl acetate copolymer , ethyl ene-methyl 
acryl ate-acryl 1 c acid terpolymers. Therefore, components a) and c) cannot 
be distinguished from each other. It appears that the term "a olefin 
polymer including at least one functional group" should be replaced by 
the 11st of components c) specified in present CI .20.
